EOC elecftion 


The Progressive candidates for 
the Chinatown-North Beach dis- 
trict were shut out in the EOC 
Anti-Poverty election. 

After two weeks and 700 hours 
of counting, checking and recheck- 
ing, the League of Women Voters 
announced the results of the elec- 
tion held on September 25. 

More than 10,000 persons voted， 
80 per cent through paper, absen- 
tee ballots. 


In the most contrpversial voting， 
in Chinatown，none of the pro- 
gressive candidqates Succeeded 这 
ousting the traditional representa- 
tiVes， 

Harvey Wong，incumbent，re- 
ceived more votes than any of the 
166 candidates，with 876 votes. 
Incumbent Thomas Lim received 
823 votes. Winning candidates in 
other districts _ received between 
80 and 400 or more votes. 


In registering 70,000 poor 
People in this election，the EOC 
Set a national record in sign-ups 
for any anti-poverty election. It is 
believed that the 10,838 votes 
tallied in this election will possibly 
set a record in voter turnout. 

了 Each vote costs the EOC about 
$4, with $50,000 sperit in material 
and personnel costs to set up the 
election.， 


Chinese appeal on 
school integraftion 


A brief was filed in the Ninth 
Circuit Court of Appeals charging 
that even though Chinese students 
have a constitutional right to at- 
tend racially balanced schools， 
they also can elect not to exercise 
that right. 

The brief was filed on Oct. 6 by 
attorney Quentin 玉 opp, represent- 
ing Chinese Parents who opposed 
having their children bused for 
Purposes of racial balance. 

In making the appeal， 开 opp 
joins the School District and the 
Concerned 了 Parents Association， 
which are also countering Judge 
Stanley Weigel s decision ordering 
all San Francisco elementary 
schools desegregated. 

The NAACP, which won the suit 
against .the School District in 
Judge Weigels court，has _ until 
Oct. 23 to file a reply to the ap- 
peals. It is expected that the 
Appeals Court will hear oral argu- 
Iments on the case sometime in 
December. 

opp's arguments are based， 
first，on the fact that the Chinese 
Parents he represents were not 
allowed to participate in the case 
before Judge Weigel， 

Secondly, he argues that Chinese 
children，or any other minority 
children subjected to racial dis- 
crimination，cannot be compelled 


by the state or a colrt to exercise 
their rights if they don't want to. 

Kopp points out that the 
NAACP suit referred only to 
Segregation between black and 
white children. “There were no 
allegations concerning children of 
Chinese ancestry” he Says. 

“Suddenly, [the Chinese] found 
themselves included in the suit 
when the so-called “Horseshoe” 
Plan” was filed by the School Dis- 
tric 志 3 

Even after stating that it did not 
require more than desegregation 
of black students， 开 opp argues， 
the court approved the Horseshoe 
plan，which forces Chinese chil 
dren to be transported to schools 
out of their neighborhood simply 
because of their race. 

“There is absolutely no case ever 
reported ”he maintains, “requir- 
jing or even permitting the assign- 
ment of Chinese children to 
schools simply because of the fact 
they are Chinese.?” 

Kopp states in his brief that 
compelling Chinese children to 
attend schools outside of their 
area (Chinatown) will make it im- 
Possible，as a practical matter, for 
them to _attend community-run 
schools in Chinese language，art， 
culture, and history.

Anti-busing parents are asking for the resignation 
of the Superintendent of Schools and for the halting of the 
busing plan. The 1lssue has become So emotional that few 
would acknowledge the fact that the Schools are under a 
court order to integrate. 卫 ven if we were to have a new Super- 
Intendent, he would still have to comply with thc law. 

But there is a moral issue which lies even deeper than the 
legal one. We are sorry to see Some of our young friends who 
Would gladly voice solidarity with the blacks and other 
minorities on other lssues come out Supporting freedom 
Schools. What they are Saying is,“If progressive movements 
don't affect us，we will support them. If they do，count Us 
out.” It's time for all Chinese-Aimericans to learn to hve with 
all the other Americans，with the majority and with the 
mlinorities as Well. 

It ls almost SIX Weeks since School began. Ever wonder 
Why the other districts, Treasure Island included, have ceased 
to resist busing? The central office doesn't seem too eager to 
convert the parents from Chinatown，because in the final 
analysis, only the children of the anti-busing parents suffer.

Percep- 
tions of acceptance by the larger 
white American midqle-class com- 
Imunity. It is a study of two dis- 
tinctive groups of Chinese im Long 
Island (suburban area of New 
York City), one described as being 
second-generation American-born 
Chinese and labeled as Club X， 
and the other as OVerseas stranded- 
Chinese and identified as Club Y. 
(The latter term is that of the late 
Rose Hum Lee who utilized it to 
describe those who came to the 
U.S. for advanced education but 
could not return to mainland 
China.) 

The writer，an instructor in amn- 
thropology at Rutgers University， 
admits readily ,that by having 
social relations with one of the 
two groups studied, bias is found 
in the _ findings. Although the 
writer didnot identify the group， 
让 _ became quite obvious by the 
middle of the paper. The follow- 
ing Paragraph found near the end 
actually sets the tone，evincing 3a 
sense of superiority of one group 
over the other: “The forefathers 
of the American-born Chinese 
originated in the peasantry im the 
south of China. But the fore- 
fathers of the stranded-Chinese 
occupied the upper-middle or 
upper social strata in the big cities 
of China. The fathers of the 
American-born are mainly ljaborers 


:and small businessmen，while the 


fathers ofthe stranded-Chinese are 
of the gentry class. The class ori- 
g8in of the antecedents of the 
American-born certainly limited 
the degree of their participation 
in both Chinese and American 
SoOcieties.”

I am Pleased that we are able to 
meet here today to clear the air 
over Immy involvement in the China- 
town school busing issue.

On September 30，Postmaster 
Lim P. Lee andImade an offer on 
behalf of the Greater Chinatown 
Community Service Association， 
which we both serve as officers 
and members of the Board of Di- 
rectors，to have that organization 
asSume the function of mediator 
between the Chinatown Parents 
Committee and the San Francisco 
Unified School District. Very 1ittle 
progress was being made at that 
point to resolve the busing issue， 
and we 也 ought we might at least 
be able to negotiate to help get 
books and materials for the school 
chjldren to use at home or in 
temporary schools so that they 
could keep up in their studies. 


That may or mmay not have been 
a realistic plan，but at least we 
could have helped to keep the 
chanpnels of communication open 


and maybe made the situation just 、 


alittle bit better while the Parents 


Committee proceeded with its- 


fund raising'drive and efforts to 
terminate busing in Chinatown. 


When the offer to mediate be- 
came known, it was misinterpreted 
by some persons as an indication 
that 工 was in favor of busing. On 
October 5, 1971, pickets appeared
